Boss accepts need to improve patient care 

HOSPITAL 
COULD DO 



THE BOSS of Sandwell 
General Hospital has 
accepted the hospital 
needs to do more after it 
was criticised over stan¬ 
dards of care for elderly 
patients. 

The hospital was one of 20 found 
to have major failings by the NHS 
watchdog the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC). 

Chief executive of the Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust John Adler said the hospital was 
doing “absolutely everything” it could 
after a ward closed because of the fears 
over standards. 

He said: “I absolutely don’t deny that 
we need to improve still further but the 
major concerns area, which is the 
thing they highlight in their national 
report, has been changed to minor. 


“We had concerns about Newton 
Four for quite a long time and we were 
very public about those concerns. 

“For a while we tried to continue 
with that mix of patients but we could 
not fix the problem reliably.” 

He added: “The report also said 
there is a lot of good care going on at 
Sandwell and the other hospitals in 
the trust. 

Consistent 

“But it’s not consistent enough, so 
what I can promise is we will do every¬ 
thing possible to make that care more 
consistent.” 

The CQC has called for system-wide 
improvements on how the NHS can 
prevent failings found in around half of 
the 100 hospitals inspected. 

Following the initial investigations 
in March, CQC inspectors returned to 
hospitals where concerns were identi¬ 
fied to check that improvements had 
been delivered but they still found 
problems at Sandwell. 


Inspectors visited the Emergency 
Assessment Unit (EAU) and ward 
Newton Four. Patients spoke highly of 
the care in EAU, but on Newton Four, 
inspectors saw incidents including a 
person who had been incontinent 
remaining unwashed for an hour and a 
half despite asking staff for help. 

In response, the trust closed Newton 
Four and replaced it with two separate 
units for acute stroke and stroke reha¬ 
bilitation. General admissions to the 
ward also ceased. 

CQC has not taken immediate 
enforcement action, although inspec¬ 
tors will be making another unan¬ 
nounced visit. 

Dame Jo Williams, chairman of the 
CQC, said the report was “alarming” 
adding: “Those responsible for the 
training and development of staff, par¬ 
ticularly in nursing, need to look long 
and hard at why the focus has become 
the unit of work, rather than the 
person who needs to be looked after.” 


Work starts on ‘rebirth’ project 


Bakery delivers 
new driving jobs 
after investment 

RECRUITMENT is starting immediately for 
17 new drivers at a West Bromwich bakery, 
which has undergone a £25 million transfor¬ 
mation. 

Allied Bakeries, in Birmingham Road, is creating 
the new roles alongside its ongoing recruitment 
campaign. 

The company, which makes Kingsmill, Allinson, Sun- 
blest and Burgen bread, has transformed its factory near 
to The Hawthorns. 

The multi-million pound revamp has included a new 
bread roll-making plant and a new ingredient and flour¬ 
handling tank. 

General manager Andy Hodson said the drivers will be 
recruited straightaway. He added: “We’re proud of the 
investment Allied Bakeries has made at the site over the 
past couple of years. We’ve now finished this phase of our 
multi-million programme and further plans are being con¬ 
sidered. 

“I’d like to pay tribute to our dedicated staff in West 
Bromwich. Our site operates pretty much 24 hours a day 
and they’ve been central to making the best of the invest¬ 
ment made in the bakery. 

Demands 

“While the way bread is made is fundamentally unal¬ 
tered over the years, the new plant allows us to better meet 
the changing demands of our customers in a very fast- 
moving environment. Our West Bromwich site plays a key 
role within our national network of bakeries and depots.” 

Associated British Foods, which owns Allied Bakeries, 
plans to invest in upgrades across its UK business. 

A new front entrance has also been built at the West 
Bromwich site in place of temporary buildings, which were 
demolished. A new car park has also been built. 

UK-wide business Associated British Foods makes 
50,000 deliveries a week of rolls, pancakes, crumpets, 
muffins, hot cross buns and wraps. It is the only bread 
brand to carry the Carbon Trust’s Carbon Reduction Label 
on its packaging after it was the first to introduce recycled 
wrapping. 

Associated British Foods turns over £10.2 billion and 
has close to 100,000 employees working in 44 countries. 

460 workers have 
gone in cutbacks 

A total of 460 staff have been shed by Dudley Council as 
part of cost-cutting measures to make savings of more than 
£22 million in the present financial year. 

Figures presented to a meeting of the authority’s cabinet 
last week showed 56 employees had left the authority 
through compulsory redundancy. 

The remaining 404 staff requested voluntary redun¬ 
dancy which was supported by senior managers and 
agreed by council bosses. 

It has removed 314 full-time equivalent posts from the 
council with a further 129.2 positions achieved by not 
filling vacancies and another 41.49 by redeploying staff 
into other positions. 

This places the total amount of full-time equivalent 
posts removed at 485. In January the council said it would 
need to axe around 460 such posts. The highest number of 
compulsory redundancies was in the children’s services 
department with 42 staff axed. 

Members of the cabinet agreed the report and authorised 
officials to look at further redundancies for the coming 
financial year. Councillor Tim Wright, deputy leader of the 
council, said: “Trade unions were consulted and were 
pleased with the council’s efforts to reduce compulsory 
redundancies through the voluntary redundancy pro¬ 
gramme.” 


THE leader of Sandwell Council has hailed the 
start of the £200 million regeneration of West 
Bromwich next month as the “rebirth” of the town. 

Vinci Construction, which won a £35m contract for the 
first stage of the project anchored by a 144,000 sq ft Tesco 
Extra store, will be moving on site in November. 

Major works will start by the end of that month, includ¬ 
ing work to flatten the old police station on New Street. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, head of the council, has said 
the start of work will kick-start improvements in the town. 

“Starting on site will signal the rebirth of West 
Bromwich,” said Cllr Cooper. “ This regeneration scheme 
is a great achievement for Sandwell in the economic down-

turn. This is all about creating employment for local 
people and making West Bromwich an attractive place for 
people to visit and spend the whole day. 

“When people start to see how this regeneration 
includes The Public building, the new Sandwell College, 
the bus station and the Providence Place development 
with BT, they will see any criticism of plans has been 
unfounded.” 

Largest 

Sean Delaney, who will head Vinci Construction’s team 
on the site, has confirmed workers would be on site next 
month. Tesco is behind plans for the major shopping 
centre and leisure complex, one of the largest regeneration 
projects taking place in the UK. 

Top retailers including Next, Primark, JD Sports, Bank, 
and Outfit have already put pen to paper to say they will 
be part of the development. Odeon will operate an eight- 
screen cinema. 

Primark has a 25-year lease for a 50,000 sq ft store which 
will create 200 jobs and the Next store will create a further 
80 roles. Other retailers are yet to confirm their recruit¬ 
ment plans but the development is anticipated to create 
more than 2,000 jobs in total. 

The scheme is set to open in spring 2013.

Plea for pub 

A PUB which has been standing for 100 years is to 
be flattened to make way for the regeneration of 
Smethwick - despite a plea from English Heritage. 

Michael Taylor, of English Heritage, asked Sandwell 
Council to consider incorporating the London Works 
Tavern in a canalside development, during a consultation 
on the authority’s Grove Lane Masterplan. 

The scheme outlines regeneration proposals for land 
around Grove Lane, Cranford Street and Dugdale Street in 
Smethwick. The land will surround the proposed £370 
million Midland Metropolitan Hospital. 

But planning chiefs said the London Street pub could not 
be retained as it was on the site of the proposed super hos¬ 
pital and subject to a compulsory purchase order. 
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Blitz on council tax fraud 


A CAMPAIGN to target people who commit 
council tax fraud is being launched by 
Sandwell Council. 

Those that are breaking the law are being given 
a three-week amnesty to avoid potential future 
penalties. Where a single person discount 
allowance is claimed but circumstances change, 
residents must tell the council within 21 days. 

The council is working with Northgate Informa¬ 
tion Solutions PLC to carry out a Council Tax single 
person discount review. The council has a legal duty 
to periodically review the single person discount 
allowance and confirm that any discount still 
applies. Letters are being sent out to verify that 
their single person status has not changed. 


Sandwell Council deputy leader and cabinet 
member for strategic resources Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “We are working with Northgate Infor¬ 
mation Solutions pic to target people who commit 
Council Tax fraud.” 

The campaign will run from the end of this month 
until January next year. The council will target res¬ 
idents who illegally claim single person discounts 
when, in fact, they do not live alone. There are over 
127,000 properties in Sandwell with around 47,000 
receiving single person discount. 

Northgate will compare Sandwell's Council Tax 
information with other databases to identify where 
more than one adult is living at an address and yet 
a single occupancy discount is being claimed.

Delays on 
ring road 

PART of West Bromwich ring 
road will continue to be closed 
as work is carried out on the 
new Sandwell College. 

Roadworks will be in place until 
November 23. 

The clockwise carriageway of the 
Ringway will be closed between the 
traffic lights at Spon Lane and the 
Morrisons’ car park. 

Traffic will be diverted onto a 
contraflow system on the anti¬ 
clockwise carriageway. There will 
be no right turn into Spon Lane. 

Buses 

Buses leaving the bus station 
using Spon Lane will be diverted 
clockwise around the town centre 
via St Michael’s Street, New 
Street, Bull Street, and the 
Ringway and left into Spon Lane. 
Buses going into the bus station 
will not be affected. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: 
“It will be done as quickly as possi¬ 
ble but it’s a very busy road and 
users will inevitably face some 
delays.” 
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Red route plan hits 
match day parking

WEST Bromwich Albion 
fans will be left with a 
parking headache when 
controversial new restric¬ 
tions are introduced near 
The Hawthorns. 

Double red lines will ban 
cars stopping and parking on 
roads between junctions one 
and two of the M5, linking 
Oldbury and West Bromwich, 
under new proposals for the 
£860,000 project. The move 
will include Kenrick Way, 
where supporters have 
crammed cars on verges for 
years when attending Baggies 
games at the nearby stadium. 

Council chiefs say they will 
create lay-bys that football fans 
can use. 

But John Homer, chairman of 
the supporters’club, said: “If there 
are 700 people who park on the 
verges, logic dictates there proba¬ 
bly will not be enough lay-bys for 
all of them. 

“The council will have to think 
carefully to make sure most of the 
people who used to park there can 
continue to do so. The true test 
will be after a few games if there 
were a red route there.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the 
authority’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: 


“This is the final piece in 
Sandwell’s red route plans. 

“The plans will improve trans¬ 
port links for anyone travelling in 
the triangle between the M5 and 
the M6 to attract business in the 
area. 

“We know Albion fans park on 
that part of Kenrick Way so we 
will be making provision for some 
of them with lay-bys.” 

He added that the football club 
would be consulted on the move. 

Restrictions 

The new red route plans would 
run from junction two for Oldbury, 
down to Oldbury ringway and 
Sandwell Council House, in 
Freeth Street. The restrictions 
would then continue past 
Sandwell and Dudley rail station 
to the Kelvin Way island in West 
Bromwich. 

Two spurs would then link up 
existing red routes with the latest 
raft of traffic control measures. 

The first would be along Trinity 
Way, which will join up with the 
existing red route along the A41 
Expressway. The second spur 
would be along Kenrick Way and 
link junction one of the M5 with 
another existing red route on a 
stretch of the A457 between 
Smethwick and Oldbury. 

Consultation will officially 
begin at the end of this month, 
with the council to decide on the 
red rout plans in January. 


Traffic scheme wins award 


A SANDWELL red route 
scheme has won a national 
award and praise for speeding up 
traffic flow and reducing bus 
delays. 

The Route 87 Pilot Smart 
Route Scheme won the Conges¬ 
tion Reduction Scheme of the 
Year award in London. The cate¬ 
gory was part of the Highways 
Magazine Excellence Awards. 

Improving 

The scheme, aimed at reducing 
journey times and improving 
bus, pedestrian and parking 
facilities, was carried out by 
Sandwell Council, Dudley 
Council and Centro, the region’s 
transport authority. 

The 10km route, which goes 
through Tividale, Oldbury, 


Smethwick and then into Birm¬ 
ingham, passes through areas 
which faced problems of heavy 
congestion, slow journey times 
and poor bus punctuality. 

The aims of the project were to 
deal with these issues with the 
support of the local community, 
to provide a safer environment. 

Andrew Middleton, Centro’s 
Senior Responsible Officer for 
Smart Routes, said: “The success 
is testament to the effective part¬ 
nership working which took 
place between Centro, Sandwell 
Council, Dudley Council and 
operators.” 

The work was funded using 
Bus Showcase, Red Route and 
local transport funding provided 
by the Department for Transport 
through Centro.

Showbiz 
props of 
magician 
wrecked 

PRICELESS props gathered during a life¬ 
long career by a comedy magician, who has 
been a warm-up act for Ken Dodd, have been 
wrecked by vandals. 

Yobs destroyed magic trick properties owned by 
award-winning performer Alec Powell when they 
smashed up a warehouse at the back of Fandango 
Fancy Dress on Stoney Lane in West Bromwich. 

The wrecking spree also destroyed equipment 
from Aimee’s Nail Bar and Beauty Salon, which 
Alec’s 21-year-old daughter Aimee runs from the 
same building to support herself while she attends 
Birmingham Theatre School. 

Vandals also torched a red MG convertible 
parked outside, the “pride and jo/’ of Alec’s friend, 
pensioner John Geddes, aged 70. 

Mr Powell said vandals had destroyed equipment 
from his act - including his entire electric saw prop 
for cutting a lady in half. 

Stolen items taken in the wrecking spree on 
Friday included a computer which his daughter had 
used for the salon. 

Irreplaceable 

Mr Powell, who has opened shows for veteran 
funnyman Ken Dodd and is a member of Wolver¬ 
hampton Social Magicians, said: “These are my 
props that are specially made and unique. I do not 
know how much they cost but they are irreplace¬ 
able. You can’t get insurance for this warehouse so 
it’s all lost.” 

Mr Powell, who owns Fandango Fancy Dress, 
said vandals had struck at the business before. 
Police confirmed they were investigating . 

Mr Powell has worked on-and-off with Ken Dodd 
for the past two-and-a-half years, last performing 
with him at Wolverhampton Civic Hall in Decem¬ 
ber. 
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Staggered 
hours for 
school idea 

BOSSES at a new £32 milli on 
Sandwell school site are consider¬ 
ing staggering start times and 
introducing a bus service in a bid 
to prevent potential accidents. 

The action at Rowley Learning 
Campus in Rowley Regis is being taken 
after residents and parents raised con¬ 
cerns about road safety at the start and 
end of the school day. 

It is hoped that by having different 
starting and finishing times, pupils 
will be able to leave the campus in a 
steady stream rather than in a single 
large group. 

Acting headteacher Mike Wilkes, 
said: “We may introduce staggered 
start and finish times when the school 
reaches its capacity of around 1,400 
pupils. 

“It would be very difficult for us to do 
so at the moment because of curricu¬ 
lum and staffing constraints. We would 
also need to consult parents and other 
stakeholders about it. 

“We have spoken to road safety 
organisations, the police and Sandwell 
Council about changes to the crossing 
central refuge area and more pave¬ 
ments.” 

Confirming the plans for the bus 
service he added: “We are looking at 
the possibility of a school bus to the 
Oakham area, travelling through Lion 
Farm.” 

Campus 

It is as yet to be decided what the 
starting and finishing times would be. 

Earlier this year Sandwell Council 
gave the go-ahead to plans to com¬ 
pletely redesign the area around the 
campus in Throne Road to improve 
safety. 

Changes include modifying the junc¬ 
tion of Church Road and Park Avenue 
at a cost of £25,000. 

Councillors are considering making 
part of Park Avenue one-way in a bid 
to ease congestion and have asked for 
survey to be conducted to gauge resi¬ 
dents’ opinions. 

Mr Wilkes said: “Work is due to start 
shortly and this should ease conges¬ 
tion.” 


Motorbikes 
being stolen 

SANDWELL police are urging 
motorcyclists to beware following 
an increase in motorbike thefts in 
the borough. 

Sixteen motorcycles and scooters 
were stolen in September by brazen 
thieves.

Thug is locked up for glass attack 


A THUG who threw a glass into 
the face of a man at a Great Barr 
pub has been locked up for two- 
and-a-half years. 

Drunken Justin Hadley attacked 
Lyndon Hall after the victim’s friend 
had deliberately smashed a glass in 
the outside sitting area of the Old 
Horns in Great Barr. 

CCTV played at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court showed the moments the 
assault took place. 

Prosecutor Mrs Sati Ruck said the 


incident happened at about 7.30pm on 
June 26. 

“It seems for no reason, the victim’s 
friend threw a pint glass towards the 
front of the seated area, near where 
the defendant and his group were 
sitting,” she said. 

An argument between the two 
groups then took place before 19-year- 
old Hadley, of Harcourt Road, Erding- 
ton, walked over. 

He punched Mr Hall’s friend before 
arming himself with a glass and 


throwing it into the face of Mr Hall, 
who sustained a serious cut to his 
chin. 

Mr Tim Harrington, for Hadley, said 
there was an “element of provocation” 
in the case and that, before the inci¬ 
dent, his client was sitting quietly and 
enjoying a drink with friends. 

The court was told Hadley had pre¬ 
vious convictions for violence, includ¬ 
ing an unlawful wounding incident. 
He had earlier pleaded guilty to 
wounding. 


Pensioner left with 
broken legs - claim 


AN 88-year-old resident of a Sandwell care home, which has 
been criticised by health watchdogs as “inconsistent and 
unsafe,” suffered two broken legs which went untreated for 
more than three weeks, her family has claimed. 

The injuries to Maria Morson from Staffordshire prompted a police 
investigation, it has emerged. 

The Care Quality Commission expressed major concerns over the standards 
of care and safety of residents at the Bupa-run Ryland View Nursing Home in 
Tipton in July. 

The damning report followed action by Sandwell Council a year earlier to 
stop the home in Arnhem Way taking new resi¬ 
dents. 

In its July report, the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion stated: “The care that some people experi¬ 
ence at Ryland View has been inconsistent and 
unsafe. A number of incidents within the home 
had occurred resulting in injuries to people.” 

One resident suffered a broken leg after falling 
while another became trapped in bed rails, it was 
revealed. 

Now the family of resident Maria Morson have 
spoken out. Relatives said Mrs Morson, who is 
unable to move or talk following a stroke, suffered 
two breaks in her left leg and one in her right. 

Voice 

Doctors at Sandwell Hospital told the family 
the fractures were three to four weeks old when 
they were discovered last November. 

Mrs Morson’s daughter Anne Franks, of 
Cannock, said: “Something happened to my 
mother in that home. We will never know the 
truth now. 

“Mum must have been in agony but she couldn’t 
tell us. 

“People in care homes don’t have a voice, and 
that is a problem for everybody.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “An investigation 
took place which included speaking to a number 
of witnesses. However, as a result of the investi¬ 
gation no further action was taken.” 

An improvement plan was adopted in March to 
tackle the issues but Bupa would not comment on 
Mrs Morson’s case. 

Ann Jaron, cabinet member for adult social 
care at Sandwell Council, said sanctions were 
placed until concerns had been allayed, as they 
now had in this case. 

“There have been fewer than 10 incidents 
reported, which is not very many in a 100-bed 
home of elderly frail residents,” she said.

Bed blocking is a big problem 


BED blocking is still a major 
problem across the Black Country. 

Latest figures from the Department 
of Health show healthy patients 
waiting to go home caused hospitals 
to lose 3,528 bed days during August. 

The highest number of days lost 
was at the Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospital, which runs 
Sandwell and City Hospitals, which 
lost 2,020 bed days. 

Stafford Hospital saw a total of 572 
days lost while Wolverhampton’s New 


Cross Hospital lost 495 days. The 
Dudley Group of Hospitals had 346 
days lost while Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal had the best results with just 95 
days lost. 

Bed blocking can cause serious 
problems as it can create a shortage of 
beds adding to pressure on nursing 
staff and long delays for patients. 

Delays in sending healthy patients 
home can be caused because of prob¬ 
lems between hospitals and social 
services making arrangements.

Knife

A MAN who attacked his former 
partner before stabbing a neigh¬ 
bour of her parents is starting a 
three-and-a-half year prison 
term. 

James Clarke carried out the 
assaults after his “volatile” relation¬ 
ship with Rayleigh Colclough had 
come to an end. The 30-year-old 
attacked Miss Colclough in Bearwood 
during an argument on May 9, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
last week. 

The following night, he arrived at 
her parents’ house in Wigorn Road, 
Bearwood, at about midnight. Having 
had the door shut in his face, he began 
shouting. 

A neighbour came out of his home 
and Clarke attacked him with a knife. 

Prosecutor Mr Thomas Schofield 
said the victim suffered a stab wound 
to the chest and another two the 
shoulder, although his injuries were 
not serious. 

‘Unforgivable’ 

When Mr Colclough reappeared to 
help his neighbour, the knife was 
swung at him, causing him to suffer 
scratches to his abdomen. 

Clarke also spat at Miss Colclough 
and her parents during the attack. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said that what 
happened was “unforgivable.” 

The court heard Clarke, of Danison 
Road, Smethwick, had a previous con¬ 
viction for wounding in 2003. 

Clarke admitted wounding, assault 
causing actual bodily harm, three 
counts of common assault, criminal 
damage and possession of an offensive 
weapon.

More join jobless 


A POSTBOX in West 
Bromwich was blasted open in 
an explosion.

A 43-year-old Gladstone Street 
resident, who asked not to be 
named, said he rushed outside 
when he heard the explosion. 

He said: “It was a really loud 
bang. Because it is close to my 
house I was really worried that it 
might have damaged my car.” 

Police spokesman Billy Corri¬ 
gan said: “Inquiries are on-going 
into the cause of the explosion.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT has hit a 
17-year high of 2.57 million and in 
Sandwell more than 1,400 people 
have joined the jobless queues in 
the last year. 

New figures show that nation¬ 
wide another 114,000 joined the 
ranks of those looking for a job 
between June and August. 

Across the West Midlands as a 
whole unemployment has risen by 
8,000 to 234,000. 

Nationally, youth unemploy¬ 
ment reached a record high of 


991,000, said the Office for 
National Statistics. It means more 
than one in five people aged 
between 16 and 24 is out of work. 

There was also a jump in the 
number of people claiming job¬ 
seeker’s allowance, up by 17,500 
last month to 1.6 million. 

In Sandwell the claimant count 
rose by just seven last month to 
13,708. But claimants are still 7.4 
per cent of the borough’s working 
population - nearly double the 
national average of 3.9 per cent.

A TEENAGER from West 
Bromwich has been given a 
17-month driving ban after 
crashing a car in Walsall 
while twice the legal drink- 
drive limit. 

Alastair Grainger, aged 
18, of Charlemont Road, 
admitted at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court that he had 
driven while over the legal 
limit and admitted assault¬ 
ing a police officer. 

Police were called to West 
Bromwich Road in the early 
hours of September 26 
where a Peugeot 107, driven 
by Grainger, had collided 
with a Fiat Punto. The court 
heard Grainger was given a 
breath test which gave a 
reading of 70 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath - twice 
the legal limit. He later 
grabbed a police officer by 
the throat. 

Apology 

In interview, Grainger 
said he had been out drink¬ 
ing and decided to drive his 
mother’s car to look for a 
friend. He told the court he 
lost control of the car. 

He added: “As far as the 
assault goes, I have no recol¬ 
lection because of how 
drunk I was. I’ve sent three 
letters of apology.” 

Grainger was banned

£50 compensation, £85 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

ANEW academy school has 
been given the go-ahead by 
Education Secretary Michael 
Gove to open in West 
Bromwich. 

The Excellence Academy is one of 
55 new ‘free’ schools that will receive 
funding. It will be run by parents and 
teachers. Last week it was given 
approval by the Government. It is 
not yet known where the school will 
be located but it is intended to open 
the school next year. 

In an email to The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper Express & Star, 
Sundeep Singh, chairman of The 
Excellence Academy Ltd, said: “The 
group is made up of parents and 
teachers that are local to the areas of 
Birmingham and Sandwell, and 
have come together as a result of 
their shared vision on raising stan¬ 
dards in education and life outcomes. 

“The group have, and will con¬ 
tinue, to work in partnership with 
Future Leaders.” 


He added: “Future Leaders is an 
organisation focused on addressing 
educational disadvantage by trans¬ 
forming outstanding teachers into 
effective and inspirational leaders in 
schools in challenging areas.” 

Flagship 

The Excellence Academy is a regis¬ 
tered charitable organisation. It will 
open its doors to 60 Year 7 pupils 
from September 2012 and parents 
who have children in Year 6 are now 
invited to apply for places. 

Free schools, a flagship education 
reform of the coalition Government, 
are semi-independent state schools 
set up by parents, teachers, faith 
groups and other organisations. 

But Sandwell Council’s education 
boss Councillor Bob Badham said: “It 
is a very loose set up. I think Gove is 
in such a hurry to set up this new 
policy of free schools which are going 
to miraculously improve education 
overnight that he is just grasping 
anything that comes his way.” 


Council selling land 
in bid to raise money 


A SCHEME that will see 
council land in Sandwell sold to 
raise funds for the cash-strapped 
authority could raise £5 million 
in a single year. 

Sought-after sites in West 
Bromwich and former schools are 
among the areas which have gone up 
for sale to developers. 

The council faces crippling budget 
cuts which will see it having to make 
savings of £75m over the course of 
four years and is looking at many dif¬ 
ferent ways to raise cash. 

Among the sites up for grabs is the 
former Fir Tree Primary School in 
West Bromwich. Land in West 
Bromwich town centre, earmarked 
as phase two of the multi-million 
pound office development Provi¬ 
dence Place is also on the market. 

Earlier this month more than 
£630,000 was raised during an 
auction of land at Villa Park. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for 
jobs and economy, Councillor Ian 
Jones said the authority needs to sell 
off land to raise the money to get the 
council in a better financial position. 

He said: “The council has got to 
realise its assets. 


“It is no good having land that has 
been vacant for years because the 
people who are living near that 
empty blot of land experience fly¬ 
tipping and it is a cost to the council.” 

He added: “We want to look (at 
raising) £5m and possibly more. 

“We have looked at land we have 
had for 30 years laying empty and 
which is an eyesore. 

Better 

“I am determined to clean up a lot 
of the areas and get some developers 
in so that we can try and make 
Sandwell a better place.” 

Other sites it intends to sell 
include the former Langley Hall site 
in Oldbury. The 888 Oldbury 
Squadron Air Training Corps had 
hoped to take on the land on Vicarage 
Street but council bosses have 
insisted it be sold. 

Cllr Jones added: ‘We are trying to 
up our game as council. We are 
trying to say we are open for business 
and we are trying to develop land 
that is vacant and buildings, which 
we no longer require, and buildings 
which have lain empty for years. We 
need to get them into use.”

Gang busting squad 
aims to save teens

A SPECIALIST squad to 
tackle street gangs in 
Sandwell and the rest of the 
Black Country has been 
formed by West Midlands 
Police. 

The team will target children as 
young as 13 who are known to be 
part of more than 20 urban gangs 
across Sandwell, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall and Dudley. 

For the first time, officers will look 
at using new gang injunctions to split 
groups up and stop their activities, 
involving robbery, theft, violence and 
selling drugs. 

Police say many of the gangs are 
associated by a particular feature. It 
could be a colour, make of clothing or 
a recognised hand signal known only 
to members. 

But senior officers have not 
released further details of the gangs 
they are monitoring. 

The force has formed a team of 25 
officers who will examine the extent of 
gang activity in each area and form an 


action plan to combat the influence of 
the gang members. 

Detective Superintedent Jo 
Chilton, who is the force’s leading 
expert on gangs, said: “This is really 
an addition to the local policing that is 
ongoing. 

“It is about giving an extra pair of 
hands to officers carrying out neigh¬ 
bourhood policing. 

Search 

“The day-to-day tasks of the team is 
still being looked at but they could be 
out in areas doing high-visibility 
patrols, executing search warrants or 
gathering evidence around gang 
injunctions.” 

Det Supt Chilton said the majority 
of the 21 gangs were situated in 
Sandwell and Wolverhampton, with a 
smaller number in Walsall and 
Dudley. 

The gangs, who recruit children as 
young as 13, include young men in 
their later teens and 20s. The core 
group is aged between 14 and 19. 

They are known to carry out acts of 
robbery, violence and drug dealing.

First phase 
at YMCA’s 
stylish new 


£13m 

THESE pictures show the first 
phase of a new £13 million revamp 
of the YMCA in West Bromwich. 

Developers have completed the first 
part of the three-phased overhaul, 
which will see improvements to the 
Carters Green site. 

Improvements are being carried out 
under the Western Gateway project, so- 
called as the site marks the entrance to the 
town from the A41. 

The modern glass and wooden panelled 
building is the first new building completed 
as part of the transformation. 

The Hub building, as it is called, has been 
built behind the current building where a 
row of 100-year-old terrace houses used to 
stand. 

Eco-friendly 

The modern two-storey wooden-clad and 
glass building cost£lm to construct and has 
been designed to be as eco friendly as possi¬ 
ble. 

It includes a new nursery, which has new 
play equipment and furniture and its own 
outdoor space with grassed area. The 
nursery has four rooms for each of the age 
groups as well as storage space and a staff 
room. It is fitted with a security system and 
eco-friendly lights which turn off when 
there is no movement within the room. 

Upstairs in the new building there are a 
number of activity rooms, including an arts 
room which has its own pool table and table 
tennis equipment. 

The Hub is set to be officially opened next 
month. 


Hub 

General manager Stephen Bavington 
said the YMCA is concentrating on 
fundraising for the next two phases of the 
project. The first will include the front of the 
building, which will face Carters Green and 
will be home to the majority of public facili¬ 
ties such as the gym and the cafe. It will 
also house new office space and a large 
number of accommodation units. The 
second phase will see the demolition of the 
existing rear blocks up to the sports hall. 

“We just have to raise the funds now, but 
we are hoping to get started before the end 
of this financial year,” Mr Bavington added.

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Plane sailing for college’s 
eye-catching new feature

THIS is the real 
aeroplane fuselage 
that is set to be 
installed in the new 
£77 million Sandwell 
College building. 

Construction teams are 
ready to take delivery of 
the plane body, which is 
due to be transported this 
week from the supplier’s 
site to one of Interserve’s 
yards near Bournemouth. 

The body of the Boeing 
737 will then be taken to 
the Spon Lane site in West 
Bromwich before being 
installed on the fourth 
floor as part of the travel 
and tourism department. 

Students will use the 
drop-down tables as desks 
for their laptops during 
lectures inside the curved 
structure, which will also 
have an escape route, floor 
lighting strips, overhead 
lockers and leather seats. 

Outside the fuselage 
there will be a waiting 
area, check-in desk, galley 
area, and trolley storage, 
so students can have a xpe- 
rience of air cabin crew 
duties. 

Graphics on the waiting 
area walls will show a 
typical runway scene and 


aircraft parking bay, resem¬ 
bling a real airport. 

Sandwell College capital 
project director Sue Johnson 
said she was pleased the 
construction team had 
managed to arrange for all 
the materials to be taken 
from a decommissioned air¬ 
craft and fitted in the new 
building. 

Authentic 

She said: “We hope to 
make the learning experi¬ 
ence as authentic as possible 
for students preparing for a 
career in the travel industry. 

“The parts would nor¬ 
mally be refurbished and 
sold on to other airlines, but 
in this instance they will be 
fully refurbished and 
installed at the college.” 

The stainless steel water- 


wall panels have now also 
been fitted, after being fed 
through the roof steelwork 
of the new building. The 
waterwall will provide an 
impressive feature at the 
Metro station end of the 
state-of-the-art building. 

Scaffolding has also been 
totally stripped from the 
building now that the 
cladding and glazing work 
has all been completed. 

Work on the building in 
Spon Lane is nearing com¬ 
pletion. The building has 
been dubbed the Big Dipper 
due to its curved shape. 

Builders have been strip¬ 
ping away the remaining 
scaffolding.

Lock out scheme 
hailed a success 

AN INITIATIVE involving residents in Stockland Green 
has seen a reduction in thefts from homes and gardens. 

Locked gates combined with patrols by neighbourhood 
officers and greater awareness of crime prevention, has led 
to a year-on-year drop of 15 burglaries. 

The project was launched by Police Community Support 
Officer Sam Woollaston, from the Stockland Green neigh¬ 
bourhood policing team, after he secured funding to boost 
a gating system in the area. Existing gates on Slade Road 
and George Road restricted access to the rear of properties 
but residents were not always locking the gates and in 
some cases locks were damaged. So for the last six months 
PCSO Woollaston set about working with residents to 
ensure all the gates had working locks and residents 
remembered to secure them. 

Between May and October 2010 there were 27 reports of 
burglary and thefts from gardens in the area. Over the 
same time period this year there have only been 12.

Staff from 20 schools, including teachers, teaching assis¬ 
tants and first aiders, spent a day with experts from the 
National Centre for Young People with Epilepsy, learning 
about the condition.

Steve Webster, learning mentor at Tipton’s Alexandra 
High School, added: “Having epilepsy myself, I found the 
day rewarding and beneficial. Everyone working with chil¬ 
dren should be given this information about epilepsy.”

Ten community centres in the borough have 
decided to set up Sandwell Community Hubs 
Co-operative with help from development 
agency Co-operative Futures. 

The move will enable them to work together and 
jointly bid for contracts to provide the services that 
until recently they received grants to run. 

The day-to-day business of the centres incudes chil¬ 
dren’s groups, holiday activities, craft groups, educa¬ 
tion and skill development, and activities for elderly 
residents such as luncheon clubs, tea dances and 
bingo. 

Tonia Flannagan from St Albans Community 
Centre, one of the founding members of the co-opera¬ 
tive, explained: “Like all local authorities, Sandwell 
was forced to reduce direct funding to community 
centres, which are providing services to the most vul¬ 
nerable people in society. 

“Local charities and companies are now competing 
with each other for the same funds, while large 
regional and national organisations are aggressively 
pitching to supply services because there are large 
pots of money available to the successful bidders. 

“The council’s commissioners suggested that the 
community centres might have a better chance of 


winning those tenders if they joined forces, working in 
partnership with other community centres and com¬ 
patible organisations.” 

Adviser Annette Sandy said: “We looked at various 
forms for the consortium, and chose the co-operative 
because of its values-driven approach and because we 
want to be part of a bigger movement for sustainabil¬ 
ity, equality and fairness. 

Diversify 

“The assistance of Co-operative Futures was invalu¬ 
able. Besides guiding us through the formation of the 
co-operative, they have also advised us on ways we can 
diversify our income by working with other co-opera¬ 
tives - such as partnering with Solar Co-op to gener¬ 
ate electricity from the roofs of our centres, or 
recommending the services of the Phone Co-op to our 
members and earning a commission from new sub¬ 
scriptions. 

Jim Pettipher, director of Co-operative Futures, 
said: “Sandwell has a proud co-operative history. It is 
in the heartland of the Midcounties Co-operative, 
which founded our not-for-profit development agency 
11 years ago. Since then, we have helped hundreds of 
people achieve their social and economic goals by 
forming their own co-operatives.”

Woman spared 
jail after crooks 
used her bank 
account in con 

A WOMAN has been spared jailed 
after a court heard she had been 
tricked into laundering £18,000 of 
stolen cash through her bank account. 

Niaisha Griffiths was befriended by 
tricksters who used her as an unwit¬ 
ting “conduit” for the money, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Prosecutor Mr Harinderpal Dhami 
said that £18,000 was removed 
without authorisation from the 
London bank account of a man named 
Thomas Brown and paid into the 
account of Griffiths, from Thimblemill 
Road, Smethwick. 

The 25-year-old then withdrew 
£16,000 cash from branches in 
Wembley, South Harlow and Weald- 
stone on December 14 and handed over 
the money to the men behind the scam. 

She was arrested after going into a 
branch in Birmingham to take out the 
remaining £2,000. 

Mr Philip Bradley, defending, 
explained: “The criminals involved 
needed a conduit and she was targeted 
to make money for others. She was set 
up, used and abused after becoming 
involved in something she had very 
little control over. She made nothing.” 

Griffiths, a cleaner with no previous 
convictions, admitted obtaining crimi¬ 
nal property and was given a 50-week 
suspended sentence and ordered to do 
100 hours of unpaid work.

Charity boss says council decisions should be challenged 

Cuts - disabled 
urged to consider 
taking legal action 


A CHARITY boss is encouraging 
its disabled users to challenge 
Sandwell Council over cuts to day 
care. 

Options for Life in Oldbury is urging 
people to follow in the footsteps of 
other families who have made success¬ 
ful legal challenges. 

Chairman of the charity Geoff Coleman 
has said that Sandwell Council only made 
the U-turn on funding when the clients took 
legal action. 

Last March the parents of children with 
disabilities requiring day care were told of 
a funding shortfall which was affecting the 
charity. 

Budgets 

Bosses said it was not getting enough 
money from Sandwell Council to run a 
service called Making Tracks, which is 
based at Acorn Lodge in Vicarage Road. 

Charity bosses decided they had no 
choice but to ask the council to allocate per¬ 
sonal budgets to their clients to pay for 
care. 

The families claimed that the assess¬ 
ment for these personal budgets of their 
severely disabled children were rushed and 


insufficient and that they had not been con¬ 
sulted. 

The majority found that they were not 
allocated enough to pay for the Making 
Tracks day care in addition to respite care. 

Fourteen of the families employed a 
lawyer and mounted a legal challenge 
against the council, arguing that it had a 
duty to pay. 

Mr Coleman said: “I know that the major¬ 
ity of families who took legal action have 
been successful. 

“Talking to the council just did not seem 
to work, it was only when they got lawyers 
involved that it seemed to make any differ¬ 
ence.” 

Councillor Ann Jaron, cabinet member 
for adult social care, said: “People with 
learning disabilities who attend the Acorns 
Lodge day centre were assessed for a per¬ 
sonal budget, part of a new way of providing 
adult social care services. 

“This would give people who attend 
Acorns Lodge day centre the choice of con¬ 
tinuing to attend the centre or to purchase 
a service elsewhere. 

“Families were unhappy with the 
outcome of the personal budget process and 
appealed against it. We are therefore 
reassessing people’s needs.”

Firstly, let’s look at how the Courts will view assets that have been accumulated during the relationship. Interesting in English law there is no such person as a‘common law’ husband 
or wife. If the parties have been married then all assets, no matter in whose name they are held, may be viewed as ‘matrimonial assets’ save for a few exceptions. If the parties are not 
married then the Court may look at whose name the assets are held and if either party can establish an interest in those assets. Different legal principles apply depending on whether 
parties are married or cohabiting. 

In looking to distribute assets, when a marriage has broken down, the Court will look at several factors including the length of the marriage. If the parties have been married for a very short time and have no 
children together or step-children then the Court may try to put each party back in the position they were prior to the marriage. However, this can be dependent on whether either of the parties has been put 
at a possible disadvantage - such as giving up a career to look after the home during the marriage. 

If the marriage is lengthy then the Courts will look at the assets being divided on an equal basis provided they are “matrimonial assets”, once they have provided for the needs of the parties. Equality has a very 
broad horizon and Bell Lax rather than spending time and therefore costs endeavouring to change this fundamental Court approach, concentrates always on getting the best result to attain such equality for you.

Residents in Arlington Road were sent 
letters from the council advising them the 
walls would be removed after a number of 
complaints about anti-social behaviour. 

Over the years the pound has been neg¬ 
lected and the walls, which used to stand 
tall, are now low and groups of youths use 
them as seats late at night. 

West Bromwich historian Terry Price 
welcomed the news that the decision to 
demolish the pound was being re-looked 
at. He said: “I am delighted that Sandwell 
Council is ensuring the preservation of one 
of the town’s most historic monuments. 

“I would like it to keep its original forma¬ 
tion with the outline of the pound. With a 
lot more thought it could be made more dec¬ 
orative. 

“I am very pleased that it is going to be 
maintained and probably looked after 
more in future. It would be good if repre¬ 
sentatives from interested parties could 
meet together to talk about works to 
improve the design of it.”

Churchfields Comprehensive 
(later High) School on Church Vale 
first opened its doors to pupils in 
1955, opened by the then Mayor of 
West Bromwich, Alderman HW 
Banks. 

The school closed in 2001 and 
the site is now Churchfields Place, 
a new homes development com¬ 
prising 182 properties by home¬ 
builder David Wilson Mercia. 

The commemorative plaque 
reflects the sentiments of former 
pupils and teachers and states 
“May all who reside here be as 
happy as the thousands of chil¬ 
dren who once attended Church¬ 
fields School’. 

Indeed some of the former 
pupils are living out this phrase by 
buying a property at the develop¬ 
ment. 

Sandra Meredith, former pupil 
and organiser of the event said: 
“This plaque is the combined effort 


of almost 1,500 former pupils and 
teachers, working together under 
the aptly named Friends of 
Churchfields. 

“In years to come we want 
onlookers to know how much we 
loved our school. Around 200 
former pupils and teachers came 
along to mark the occasion.” 

Contribution 

Rita Tyler, Sales Manager for 
David Wilson Mercia added: “It 
has been a pleasure to help 
support the Friends by providing 
this plaque. 

“At David Wilson we endeavour 
to support the communities where 
we build and ensure that our new 
developments respect the past as 
well as make a positive contribu¬ 
tion to the future of the area.” 

Pupils from Churchfields fol¬ 
lowed their own pathway in life 
after leaving school, becoming 
doctors, consultants, professors, 
nurses, teachers, musicians, 
police officers, solicitors, artists, 
engineers and even a Buddhist 
monk. 

Several won MBEs and CBEs 
and one piece of work by a former 
pupil was up for a Nobel Prize. 


THE STRUGGLE of a formidable 
group of Black Country women - The 
Iron Ladies of Cradley Heath - will be 
honoured at an event celebrating 
their achievements at the Black 
Country Living Museum, on the 
Dudley-Sandwell border, on Satur¬ 
day. 

In 1910 the Women Chainmakers 
of Cradley Heath won a fight to estab¬ 
lish the right to a fair wage following 
a bitter 10 week dispute. The employ¬ 
ers and unions agreed to a minimum 
wage of two-and-a-half pence an hour 
- an amount which equalled a 150 
percent pay increase for the poorest of 
workers. 

Andrew Lovett, director and chief 
executive of the museum on Tipton 
Road said: “We are delighted once 
again to commemorate the coura¬ 
geous actions of a group of women 
from Cradley Heath, who marched for 
better pay and shaped industrial 
relations in Britain. 

“The event focuses on the historic 
significance of the landmark victory 
which changed the lives of thousands 
of workers who were earning starva¬ 
tion wages. 


“Black Country Living Museum 
will do what it does best and re-live 
the story of these remarkable women 
through street performance, theatre, 
re-enactment and storytelling.” 

Music, chainmaking demonstra¬ 
tions, flag-making, Punch and Judy 
in the park and a soup kitchen beside 
the side of the historic Workers' Insti¬ 
tute will set the scene. The highlight 
of the day will be a re-creation of the 
strike march when the women walk 
to victory once more. 

Legacy 

Mr Lovettsaid: “It has been said 
that the Cradley Heath Workers’ 
Institute - now part of the Black 
Country Living Museum — is the last 
physical reminder of the Women 
Chainmakers’ Strike of 1910. That 
may be so but the more important 
legacy is the fairer treatment of 
working people and the development 
of a more respectful and tolerant 
society, one that isn’t built on a kind 
of semi-slavery of others.” 

Trade unions and the Labour move¬ 
ment held their own celebration of the 
chainmakers’ achievements earlier 
this year in Cradley Heath.

A WEST Bromwich teenager has 
won an international writing com¬ 
petition.

Megan has won 
two dancing trophies. 


Internet saves heart attack 


A RETIRED headteacher says he 
is grateful to be alive after diagnos¬ 
ing a potentially fatal heart attack 
using his mobile phone. 

Richard Jones, who used to work at 
Kings Hill Primary School in Wednes- 
bury, used the internet via his phone to 
search for symptoms and went to 
Sandwell Hospital for emergency treat¬ 
ment after realising his symptoms 
matched the danger signs. 

The 61-year-old was cutting down 
trees in the garden when he began to feel 
dizzy. He said: “My chest pain was 
getting worse, I had a funny sensation in 
my jaw and I was feeling hot and cold. 

“So I got my phone out and I just 
Googled heart attack, and one of the first 


sites that came up on my search was 
NHS Direct. I clicked it and the first 
three symptoms it said were exactly 
what I was feeling at the time, so I didn’t 
bother to read on, I just asked my wife to 
phone an ambulance. While she was still 
on the phone to the operator the ambu¬ 
lance arrived. 

“Suddenly my blood pressure dropped, 
my wife said I went a grey colour, and 
they took me to hospital, although much 
of that journey I don’t remember, I was 
just concentrating on how to breathe as 
it was really painful.” 

Mr Jones added: “One thing was quite 
funny as they were playing music in the 
operating theatre, so they asked me if I 
minded. I said it was fine as long as they 
didn’t play ‘Stairway to Heaven’. Then, 


the next track that came on was ‘Another 
one bites the dust’, I said I hoped it was 
not an omen.” 

Doctors identified a blockage in his 
heart and Mr Jones underwent life¬ 
saving surgery. Dr Derek Connolly, con¬ 
sultant interventional cardiologist at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust who performed the emer¬ 
gency surgery on Mr Jones at Sandwell 
Hospital, said: “The major risk from a 
heart attack is waiting too long before 
calling 999. Mr Jones used the internet 
to work out rapidly that he might be 
having a heart attack via the NHS 
Direct symptom checker. In getting into 
hospital quickly he may well have saved 
his own life.”

Initiative to cut waiting list and house the homeless 

Bid to tackle crisis 
by bringing empty 
homes back into use 


EMPTY homes across 
Sandwell will be taken over by 
the council to tackle the chronic 
waiting list for council homes 
and to get properties back into 
use. 

The authority has set out plans in 
its ruling cabinet’s forward plan, 
which sets the agenda on policy 
until February next year. Bosses 
intend to manage renting out pri¬ 
vately-owned dwellings which are 
disused, initially on two-year 
leases, and pay the private land¬ 
lords. 

The move should be self-financing and 
provide social housing more quickly. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, the author¬ 
ity’s cabinet member for housing, is 
championing the scheme. 


He said: “The council will be taking on 
privately owned dwellings to rent out, 
initially on two-year leases. 

“We are taking this initiative to house 
the homeless and people on the waiting 
lists and also to encourage private land¬ 
lords to bring their properties up to stan¬ 
dard. 

“The homes must meet the standard of 
our accredited scheme so it will also 
smarten up the borough for everyone. 

Vandalism 

“The scheme is self-financing as the 
council will charge the rent to tenants 
and pay the private landlords.” 

Sandwell Council has a housing 
waiting list of around 8,600 people. 

More than 4,000 privately owned 
homes, meanwhile, lie unoccupied with 
housing bosses saying they are fuelling 
anti-social behaviour and vandalism. 


An empty home is defined as a pri¬ 
vately-owned residential property that 
has been empty for more than six 
months. 

Sandwell has around 4,327 private 
empty properties, of which 1,739 are 
long-term empty, according to latest 
figures. Nationally there are around 
650,000 empty homes. 

Site allocations for thousands more 
new Sandwell homes were approved by 
council bosses earlier this year. In line 
with Government targets, the authority 
has to build 21,500 new council homes 
across the borough by 2026. 

The council’s cabinet has already 
approved locations for the first 12,000. 

Allocations include 803 homes on a 50- 
acre site north of the canal in Smethwick 
and 249 homes on a 27-acre site at Black 
Lake between West Bromwich and Hill 
Top. 


School has 
plan for new 
sixth form 

AN OLDBURY school is 
planning to add a sixth form 
for 100 students at its site. 

Bristnall Hall Technology 
College has begun consulta¬ 
tion on the scheme, which 
would see 100 sixth formers 
swell the school’s capacity. 
The college already has 957 
students registered. 

The school currently 
teaches 70 sixth formers 
under an arrangement with 
George Salter and Shire- 
land collegiate academies to 
provide a shared curricu¬ 
lum for post-16 study. 

The move would see a 
sixth form brought under 
one roof at Bristnall Hall. 

Education chiefs say con¬ 
sultation gives them chance 
to will find the best site. 

Bristnall Hall could relo¬ 
cate to the larger Oldbury 
College of Sport site in Moat 
Road, which will be vacated 
when Oldbury College of 
Sport pupils move in to a 
new £20 million premises on 
Pound Road. 

“It is something I will be 
looking at with officers,” 
said borough education 
chief Councillor Bob 
Badham.

Master 

T HERE are several writers 
who can lay claim to being 
the greatest author of ghost 
stories. 

Dickens wrote the classics Christmas 
Carol and The Signalman but, on the 
whole, his supernatural tales are too few 
and far between. American Edgar Allan 
Poe was a specialist in guilt and 
grotesque retribution and H.P. Lovecraft 
a master of occult myth and monstrous 
deities. Of the lesser known, Algernon 
Blackwood and Saki (the pen name of 
Hector Hugh Munro) are well worth 
seeking out. W.W. Jacobs deserves 
mention for contributing a memorable 
tale of horror with his macabre classic 
The Monkey’s Paw. 

However, in my opinion, these authors 
hold but a faint, guttering candle to the 
talent of Victorian M.R. James. For skin¬ 
crawling terror, no one has surpassed 
his ragged wraiths, bringers of 
inescapable doom. In unforgettable 
tales such as Oh Whistle and I’ll Come 
To To You My Lad, Casting the Runes, A 
View from a Hill and Lost Hearts, the 
Cambridge University Don perfected 
the art of the ghost story, a genre most 
strongly associated with the 19th 
century. 

James’s horrors lurked in the 
shadows of ancient churches, within the 
pages of dusty books or on the bleak 
windswept coast of Suffolk, an area he 
knew well from childhood. His protago¬ 
nists are often scholars, usually 
someone whose meddling in the distant 
past wakes a power that is both obscure 
and elemental, a vengeful, implacable 
supernatural foe. 

Several of the stories have become a 
familiar part of the festive season ritual 
with TV dramatisations. That is apt, as 
the stories began as a Christmas Eve 
entertainment, after the annual King’s 
College carol service and dinner in Hall, 
Dean and Provost Montague Rhodes 
James would invite a select group of 
academics to his rooms where he would 
read his latest story by candlelight. 

Now another academic, head of the 
school of English and fellow of Trinity 
College Dublin Darryl Jones, has edited 
a new edition of M. R. James: Col¬ 
lected Ghost Stories (hardback, 
£14.99) for the Oxford University Press. 
Here are all 33 tales of terror, but to 
quote one of his titles, A Warning to the 
Curious, these stories are powerful 
enough to haunt your dreams and leave 
you scanning the darkness for shapes if

something goes bump, or even worse, 
scratch in the night. 

In an excellent introduction, which I 
recommend reading as an afterword, 
Jones looks at the life of James and at 
the origins of these remarkable short 
stories. This looks at the author’s deep 
conservatism, the sense of being a Vic¬ 
torian during the rapid change of the 
Edwardian era, his cloistered lifestyle 
and, inevitably, his sexuality. 

If The Woman in Black made Susan 
Hill the modern mistress of the ghost 
story, she has a new rival in Michelle 
Paver. Frozen in fear takes on a new 
meaning in Dark Matter (Orion, paper¬ 
back, £7.99), the first novel aimed at 
adults from prize-winning writer of chil¬ 
dren’s fantasy Paver. It is a blood-cur¬ 
dling tale of isolation and growing 
unease turning to terror in the icy wilder¬ 
ness of northern Norway as the inky 
black total darkness of a long, bitterly 
cold Arctic winter descends. 

Written in the form of a journal, it tells 
the story of a disastrous 1930s British 
scientific expedition inside the Arctic 
Circle from the viewpoint of the only 
working class member of the team, 
radio operator Jack Miller. Ill at ease as 
the only grammar school boy amongst 
the gentleman explorers and academ¬ 
ics, matters become a lot worse for 
Miller. As the sun disappears, the expe¬ 
dition to a remote bay turns into a strug¬ 
gle with both the natural world and a 
supernatural enemy. 

Though it is aimed at teenaged 


readers, this adult enjoyed Undead 
(Chicken House, paperback, £6.99) by 
Kirsty McKay. Featuring those most 
popular of modern monsters, zombies. 
This is a cracking end-of-the-world 
adventure in which a school ski-ing trip 
in the Scottish highlands becomes a 
battle for survival when the sulky stay- 
on-the-bus kids discover their teachers 
and classmates have been turned into 
ravenous ghouls by something nasty 
served up at a roadside cafe. 

It’s the new girl, her bitchy classroom 
enemy, a headstrong rebel and a nerd 
versus the undead as they try to escape 
the ultimate coach trip from hell. Their 
gore-splattered story of fear and friend¬ 
ship is fast-paced and laced with grim 
humour. If you like Charlie Higson’s teen 
tales of zombie horror, this will certainly 
deliver similar thrills. 

Supernatural tales for children: 

Anne Fine is an excellent story teller 
and her latest gothic tale for children is 
The Devil Walks (Doubleday, hard¬ 
back, £10.99). Set around a hundred 
years ago, it features a boy whose child¬ 
hood has been ruined by his quietly 
insane mother rearing him as an invalid. 
Apparently freed from her influence and 
into the care of a well-meaning doctor, 
he inherits a doll’s house from his 
mother that seems to have a malign 
power and leads him to his mother’s 
identical childhood home and his dia¬ 
bolical uncle. 

The irascible genie (or djinni) Barti- 
maeus, a reluctant slave to a magician in 
the ancient Middle East, returns in The 
Ring of Solomon (Corgi, paperback, 
£7.99) by Jonathan Stroud. The original 
Bartimaeus trilogy is soon to be turned 
into a major movie but you don’t need to 
know those stories to enjoy this book, a 
prequel or footnote to the previous 
books by Stroud about the feckless 
fiend. This time Bartimaeus is reluctantly 
caught up in a struggle between King 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba 
involving a deadly female assassin, 17 
malevolent magicians and a string of 
sinister spirits, in pursuit of Solomon’s 
all-powerful magic ring. 

A night at the museum has unfore¬ 
seen consequences when Henry 
decides to spice up an educational 
sleepover by scaring Perfect Peter in 
Horrid Henry and the Zombie Vampire 
(Orion, paperback, £4.99), one of four 
new short stories about Francesca 
Simon’s naughty schoolboy. Cue 
giggles aplenty from primary school 
aged children. Leon Burakowski

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Trial on 
cancer 
drug is 
on offer 

BREAST cancer suf¬ 
ferers in the West Mid¬ 
lands have been urged to 
take part in a ground¬ 
breaking breast cancer 
prevention trial. 

Everyday more than 11 
women are diagnosed with 
breast cancer in the West 
Midlands. 

Now women in the region 
are needed to help boost 
numbers taking part in a 
worldwide Cancer Research 
trial. 

The IBIS-2 trial is inves¬ 
tigating whether the drug 
anastrozole could help 
women who are at high risk 
of developing the disease at 
some point in their lives. 

Family 

The trial is open to post¬ 
menopausal women, who 
are aged between 40 to 70- 
years-old, are not on HRT, 
and have a family history of 
breast cancer or other risk 
factors. 

Early results show the 
drug could potentially 
prevent up to 65 per cent of 
breast cancers in women at 
high risk of the disease. It is 
hoped it will be the next big 
step forward in preventing 
breast cancer for future gen¬ 
erations.

Chippie owner fined over mouse droppings 


THE owner of a fish and chip shop in Smethwick 
has been fined £5,000 after a dead mouse was found 
in the motor of a fridge, and shelves and the serving 
area were strewn with mouse droppings. 

Harjinder Hayer, who runs Waterloo Fish and Chips, 
pleaded guilty to five counts of contravening food business 
regulations when he appeared at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court in Warley. He was fined £1,000 for each charge and 
also ordered to pay £1,000 court costs. 

Mr David Abel, prosecuting on behalf of Sandwell 
Council, said Hayer’s business was visited on January 11 
this year for a routine inspection but dust and dirt around 
the floor sparked a thorough examination of the business. 


He said: “Inspectors found an imm i n ent risk of injury to 
people’s health. 

“There was a glass-fronted fridge, which had mouse 
droppings in front of it. A food safety officer was called and 
the owner admitted he had not checked for mice since 
Christmas because he’d been busy moving house. 

Freezer 

“There was a shelving unit for soft drinks and jars of food 
which had mouse droppings on top and there was a consid¬ 
erable amount behind the freezer, which the owner said he 
had not moved for three months. 

“There were more droppings on the floor underneath 
where the doner (kebab) meat was cooked and the inspec¬ 


tor also found a dead mouse in the motor house of the 
fridge. It was recently deceased.” 

Proper records of pest control had not been kept and 
there was a gap at the bottom of the door to the shop, allow¬ 
ing mice to get in, Mr Abel added. 

The court was also told that 54-year-old Hayer had also 
been cautioned due to mice at the premises in September 
2008. 

Hayer, who has run the business since 1982, defended 
himself and apologised for his actions. 

He said: “I was in charge and ran the shop on my own 
and got too busy to check properly as we were moving 
house. I now do daily checks instead of weekly checks and 
that kitchen is being knocked down and replaced.” 


Children in absolute poverty in 2015 will rise to three million 

Grim prediction 
on rising level 


of child 

THOUSANDS more children in 
Britain will fall into poverty fol¬ 
lowing the Government’s shake-up 
of the tax and benefits system - 
and Sandwell will be one of the 
hardest hit areas, it is claimed. 

Figures show the West Midlands 
already has more than most areas 
living below the breadline. 

A new report by the Institute of Fiscal 
Studies (IFS) says average incomes are 
expected to fall by seven per cent from 2009 
to 2012 - the largest drop in 35 years - 
driving poverty up by about 600,000 chil¬ 
dren and 800,000 working-age adults. 

In a bleak new assessment, the IFS pre¬ 
dicts Britain will miss legally binding 
targets to reduce child poverty by 2020, 
leaving almost a quarter of the country’s 
youngsters living in families earning below 
60 per cent of the average wage. 

Recent figures showed around 15,000 
children in Dudley - one in five in the 
borough - were living in poverty, which is 
higher than the national average. Wolver¬ 
hampton and Sandwell have even more 
children living in poor families, with the 
poverty level at 30.8 per cent, while in 
Walsall the rate was 28.4 per cent. 


poverty 

The IFS report says the number of chil¬ 
dren in absolute poverty in 2015 will rise by 
500,000 to three million - and by 2020, the 
figure will be 3.3 million, which is almost 
one in four children. 

This will fall two million short of the 2020 
target to reduce child poverty to 10 per cent 
or less of all children and represents an 
increase of 800,000 on the fugures for 2011. 

Impact 

The IFS warns: “Absolute and relative 
child poverty are forecast to be 23 per cent 
and 24 per cent in 2020—21 respectively. 
These compare with the targets of five per 
cent and 10 per cent, set out in the Child 
Poverty Act (2010) .” 

A child is considered to be in relative 
poverty if they live in a household whose 
income is below 60 per cent of the average 
in that year, and in absolute poverty if they 
live in a household whose real-terms 
income is below 60 per cent of the 2010/11 
average. 

A Government spokesman said: “Our 
wide-ranging reforms will have a dynamic 
impact on some of the poorest families, 
encouraging people into work, many for the 
first time, and improving the life chances of 
children at an early age.”

FROM the creators of Doom and 
Quake, this awesome shooter set in a 
post-apocalypse future is another dead 
cert hit for id and Bethesda. 

After an asteroid smashes into the 
earth, your character falls into a cryo¬ 
genic slumber aboard one of the “arc” 
spaceships sent into the heavens in the 
hope of mankind finding a new home in 
another solar system. You get a rude 
awakening some 100 years later and 
emerge squinting into the harsh light of 
a desert and scrap wilderness, not quite 
the brave new world you were hoping 
for. 

No sooner do you take a couple of 
steps from the arc than you get 
smacked on the head by an ugly brute 
and, as you fall, you see your attacker 
and his equally ugly mate both get 
blasted.

AMERICAN pop star Joe 
Jonas is loving life as a solo 
artist but promises fans that 
the Jonas Brothers have not 
split up. 

The 22-year-old middle brother 
from the hugely popular sibling 
trio, who won a generation of fans 
via their Disney movies and televi¬ 
sion shows, spoke to The Chroni¬ 
cle during a visit to the UK to 
promote his debut solo album 
FastLife and to prepare for his tour 
with superstar Britney Spears. 

The dark-haired heart-throb, whose 
latest hit video, See No More, notched 
up five million views on YouTube and 
Vevo, revealed that he could soon be 
making his movie acting debut. 

“This is going to be a crazy few 
weeks but I am excited,” said the 
Arizona-born singer. “Britney is great. 
I did one show with her in New Jersey. 
She is going to be a fun tour partner. It 
will be pretty cool to hear I Did It 
Again - hers was the first record I ever 
bought.” 

Joe will be her special guest at 
selected dates when Britney makes 
her comeback this month, including a 
concert at the LG Arena, Birmingham, 
on Sunday, October 30. 

But what can the gig goers expect 
from Joe? “Very high energy. I just 
want to get them dancing, get them 
standing up. I feel like I’m not doing my 
job unless everyone’s standing up and 
rocking out,” he said. 

The Camp Rock star has already 
had a preview of the Wembley Arena 
when he attended the BBC Teen 
Awards, which included meeting up 
with Britain’s latest pop sensations, 
One Direction, featuring Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Liam Payne. 

“I got to meet the One Direction 
guys and thought they were really

He is a big fan of keeping in touch 
with the fans, saying: “Twitter is a great 
tool. You can hear what the fans think 
right away. You see the tweets and 
feed off their energy right away.” 

On his new album Joe has collabo¬ 
rated with top writers and producers 
including Chris Brown and Lil Wayne, 
which has helped a musical transition 
from pop to a more R&B influenced 
sound. Released on Monday, October 
24, FastLife is also the first Jonas re¬ 
lease to get a parental warning sticker. 

Asked who he would like to collab¬ 
orate with, Joe said: “I like Kanye West 
and would really like to do something 
with him, that would be really interest¬ 
ing. British artists like Adele, Tinie 
Tempah, Foster The People, some¬ 
thing a little different from what I’m 


used to. It shows a different side to the 
music that I am making.” 

He also revealed that he may be 
making a movie. “There is a movie I am 
developing back in the States with a 
buddy of mine, a producer friend. We 
have got a writer now, it’s coming 
together and it’s very exciting,” 

But what genre? Action, sci-fi, 
romance? “It’s kinda everything,” he 
replied. “It is too early to say what it’s 
about but I am excited to have this 
idea grow.” 

Doesn’t Joe sometimes miss having 
brothers Nick and Kevin at his side? 
“It’s a little bit scary to be up there by 
myself but I’ve been getting great 
support. My brothers have been very 
supportive. They’re incredible and I’m 
really thankful for the fact that they’re 
happy for me to take my time and do 
my thing. 

“I wanted to really spend time on 
this album, to take my time to make 
sure I made music that I was really 
proud of. There’s been some times 
with my brothers that we’ve done 
some things and really rushed them, 
like making records quickly. I wanted 
to take my time with this one. 

“It’s cool to be back (in the UK) and 
to be able to do my solo stuff here. I’m 
just happy. I love shopping here and I 
love the fashion, it’s so great to see the 
fans and travel the world.” 

As for the band getting back togeth¬ 
er, he said: “We are definitely still a 
band. We are going to be making music 
together again when the time is right. 

“Right now we are just focusing on 
our individual projects. The time will 
come around to make more music 
together. We are always writing... 
maybe in the next year or so we will 
release another album.” 

And would he bring his brothers to 
tour Europe? “I would love to get that 
tour together, we have got so many 
good friends over here.”

Loft extensions are the most effective way to add a significant value to your home 


AN extension or loft 
conversion which 
creates a double bed¬ 
room with its own bath¬ 
room can increase the 
value of a home by 
nearly a quarter (23 per 
cent) - and is the single 
most effective home 
improvement project 
which most owners can 
carry out, says a survey. 

New research by 
Nationwide Building 
Society suggests a 10 per 
cent increase in floor 
space adds 5 per cent to 
the price of a typical 
home, but that an extra 
bedroom is usually a 
more effective use of your 
money than moving. 

Critical 

While moving up from a 
three-bedroom house to a 
four-bedroom, two-bath¬ 
room property costs an 
average £40,000, a loft con¬ 
version or other extension 
can be accomplished for 
possibly £30,000 to £35,000. 

But the extra bathroom is 
the critical point. An extra 
bedroom, by itself, adds only 
12 per cent to average price. 

Nationwide figures show 
the gap in value between 
three and four-bedroom 
homes widens as buyers 
come southwards. In Scot¬ 
land it is £39,107, the north 
£35,629 and in the north west 
it is £32,756. 

In the East Midlands, the 
gap is the lowest in the 
country at £31,710, but in 
London, the price gap is 
nearly £91,000 - and in the 


south east it is £42,017. So 
the more expensive the 
homes in your area, the 
stronger the case for home 
extension - if you have the 
space and the plans to do it in 
a way that will impress a sub¬ 
sequent buyer. 

As the number of home- 
owners prepared to put their 
homes on sale is falling, 
extending an existing home 
could become increasingly 
attractive to many. 

Builders, short of work, 
offer competitive quotes, 
while the 30 per cent surge in 
remortgages confirmed by 
the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders suggests many 
homeowners could have 


raised finance for building 
work. 

In July, Nationwide said a 
record 19 per cent of further 
advances given to existing 
borrowers were used to pay 
for structural improvements, 
such as extensions and loft 
conversions. More than 10 
per cent of its remortgages 
were also used to help fund 
similar structural work. 

Spare 

Nationwide also found 
many people live in homes 
which are already too big for 
them. 

Some 84 per cent of owner- 
occupied homes have at least 
one spare bedroom. Some 47 


per cent are actually classi¬ 
fied as ‘under-occupied’, 
meaning they have two or 
more spare bedrooms. 

Nationwide’s report also 
says energy efficiency is an 
issue set to loom larger in 
buyers’ minds, with govern¬ 
ment figures suggesting 
more than 19 million homes 
could benefit from at least 
one of the cost effective 
improvements recom¬ 
mended through the energy 
performance certificate now 
required when a home is sold. 

Improvements in this area 
include loft insulation, cavity 
wall insulation and better 
boilers for more efficient 
heating systems.

improve your house 


A LICK of paint can trans¬ 
form your home’s exterior 
walls, but actually doing the 
job is not as simple as you 
might think. 

The perfect conditions for deco¬ 
rating the exterior of your home are 
dry, warm and overcast weather, as 
high temperatures can cause paint 
to blister. 

Use good quality paint suitable for 
exterior walls. Look for products 
with added extras, such as fungi¬ 
cide to inhibit mould growth, and 
that come with a guarantee. 

New rendering and masonry with 
a chalky feel should be sealed with a 
stabilising solution first. 


Before starting to paint, fill any 
cracks and holes with exterior filler, 
clean off any mould and dirt, and use 
a scraper and sander/sandpaper to 
remove any flaking paint. 

Cover the garden adjoining the 
house with plastic dustsheets to 
protect it from paint splashes. You 
may also want to mask off the 
gutting and woodwork when paint¬ 
ing the walls. 

Section 

Work across the building from left 
to right, or right to left, painting a 
section at a time. 

Do the top half and then the 
bottom half, repeating for each 
section of wall. Don’t stop painting 


in the middle of a section because 
the joins may show. 

If you’re using a ladder, don’t take 
any risks with your safety. 

Start by erecting the ladder cor¬ 
rectly - for every 4m you extend it, it 
should be 1 m away from the house, 
forming a 75-degree angle. 

The ladder should also sit on flat, 
firm and stable ground. Secure the 
ladder at both the top (to the house) 
and bottom (to the ground) as you 
work across the house. 

If you have to rest the top of the 
ladder against a window, fix a piece 
of wood across the window first to 
take the weight. Never lean across 
when working on a ladder, move it 
so you can reach without stretching. 


Q: I moved into a new flat recently and 
after a week or so of using the shower 
which is over the bath a couple of times 
each day, a crack appeared along the 
top of the back wall of tiles and now 
some of them are buckling. What should 
Ido? 

A: If the tiles are buckling, you’ll have 
to remove them because water from the 
bath and the shower has got behind 
them. 

Take off any that aren’t properly 
adhered to the bathroom wall and 
replace them completely, or remove the 
whole wall of tiles and start from scratch. 

To be on the safe side, silicone-seal 
along the top of all the tiles to stop this 
from happening again.

John Cooper Coupe is Mini’s sporty flagship 


IN THE space of a decade, BMW 
has achieved something many 
thought impossible. 

Since 2001 its Mini range has 
clocked up two million sales and is 
available in 90 markets around the 
world. Not bad for something cynics 
thought would be a fashion flash in the 
pan. 

Part of that success can be attributed to 
the regular introduction of new bodystyles. 
The original three-door hatch spawned a 
convertible, then a ‘mini’ estate and more 
recently a full four-seat compact SUV, the 
Countryman. 

You can now add a two-seat coupe to the 
list, a variant Mini executives hope will 
attract buyers seeking a more focused and 
sporty experience. 

Its arrival also positions the Coupe along¬ 
side the likes of Peugeot’s popular RCZ 
coupe, a car that’s done wonders for its 
maker’s image. 

The Mini Coupe performs its duties as a 
halo model for the rest of the range with 
aplomb. Its heavily raked windscreen and 
low-slung profile is the most dramatic look 
yet for a Mini. 

Although width and length dimensions 
are near identical to the hatch, the Coupe’s 
height is 29mm lower. And, thanks to its 
equally rakish rear screen, you’re left in no 
doubt that the Coupe is a strict two-seater. 

Fear not on the practicality front, though. 


With a hatchback tailgate that opens to 
reveal a maximum volume of 280 litres plus 
a through-load slot into the cabin, it’s on par 
with the estate-like Clubman. Up front 
there’s the usual oddment spaces you’ll find 
in any Mini. 

Along with its looks, the Mini Coupe has 
been designed to behave a little different on 
the road. 

With its firmer suspension set up, the 
Coupe has been designed to deliver a more 
focused experience for the keen driver. As 
such, there’s noticeably less roll through 
corners and there’s a greater willingness to 
change direction. 

Character 

Thankfully such changes haven’t resulted 
in a reduction in the quality of the car’s ride. 
Yes, it’s a bit stiffer than a regular three-door 
hatch, but you get to keep your fillings at the 
end of a journey. 

The trade-off is a more chuckable and 
engaging drive, which is what you’d expect 
from a two-seat coupe. 

Reinforcing the car’s sporty character is 
an engine line-up comprised of Mini’s more 
powerful diesel and petrol units. 

There’s no One or One D here, as the 
Coupe range starts with the familiar Cooper 
badge and its 122 horsepower offering. 

The Cooper S shares the Cooper’s 1.6 
petrol unit but adds a turbo to produce 184 
horsepower, while the John Cooper Works 
variant’s output from the same motor is a 
heady 211 horsepower. 


Diesel fans can opt for the Cooper SD, 
which has a 2.0-litre turbo unit outputting 
143 horsepower. It also offers the lowest 
emissions and economy performance - 
114g/km and 65.7mpg respectively. 

But which is the best in the real world? All 
the engines have proven themselves in 
other Mini variants, most recently the diesel 
in hatch, convertible and Countryman 
models. 

There’s no question that the combination 
of wallet-friendly economy, 143 horse¬ 
power and a substantial 225lb/ft torque 
make for relaxed yet brisk performance. 

Overtaking is quick and safe and there’s 
enough low down grunt to make the traffic 
light grand prix entertaining. 

The diesel’s trademark growl when 
pushed hard is also appealing, but if you 
want the performance to match the Coupe’s 
looks, then it has to be the John Cooper 
Works experience.

With a plethora of options to help cus¬ 
tomise your purchase, Mini offers everything 
from colour-coded cabin trim, satnav, sports 
seats and different wheel designs to suede- 
trimmed steering wheels and contrasting 
body stripes.

SANDWELL businessman 
Matt Neal is basking in glory as 
2011 Dunlop MSA British Touring 
Car champion after a thrilling 
final round at Silverstone. 

The 44-year-old from Shenstone, 
near Kidderminster, a boss at West 
Bromwich wheel-makers Rimstock, 
claimed the title to make it a hat-trick 
after winning the championship in 
2005 and 2006.

Afterwards, Neal praised Honda 
and his team-mate for a superb 
season. 

“It’s going to take some sinking in,” 
he said. “I’m overwhelmed - I never 
thought I’d win it once in my life and 
now it’s three. 

“It means the world to me. If it had 
gone Gordon’s way I’d have been dis¬ 
appointed for me but over the moon for 
him. I wish the names of everyone in 
the team could be engraved on the 
championship trophy. Just to hold it is 
a special thing. I never thought I’d win 


it once, let alone three times. It almost 
feels like job done. Winning it three 
times, I’m happy. 

“Maybe it’ll be Flash’s (Shedden’s) 
year in 2012. He’s fast, he’s hungry 
and he is one of the best there is. 
Perhaps I can help him on his way.” 

Neal admitted he had been worn 
down by the technical arguments that 
have raged all season between teams 
with turbo-power cars and those with 
normally-aspirated machines. 

He added: “I’m glad to get it over 
and done with. I’ve felt a bit drained 
and tense in the last week, and I was 
nervous going into that last race.” 

Watched by his wife Karen and two- 
year-old daughter Matilda, he added: 
“My wife has had to put up with my 
moods, so maybe I can lighten up a bit 
now. But to hold this trophy at the end 
of it all is a real bonus.”

‘podium’ funding to podium relay. 

The bombshell for the West Midlands stars came on the 
same day that former Cuban Yamile Aldama and Ameri¬ 
can-born Tiffany Porter both joined the UKA podium level 
funding programme. 

Sotherton was part of the British 4x400m relay team 
which took silver at the European Indoor Championships. 

UK Athletics head coach Charles van Commenee 
stressed there is still “work to be done” ahead of next year’s 
Olympics after revealing the lottery funding for 2012. 

Van Commenee has already set a target of eight medals, 
one of them gold, in London, one more than the total won 
at the World Championships in Daegu earlier this year. 

Results 

The Dutchman was pleased to see his team win two gold, 
four silver and one bronze medal in South Korea but admit¬ 
ted that too many athletes failed to get in contention to add 
to the medal tally, even labelling the men’s 4x400 metres 
relay team “appalling” for a perceived lack of effort. 

“We operate in a results-driven business in which clear 
decisions have to be made if athletes are not performing to 
the high standards we set,” Van Commenee said. 

“We have reviewed performances from 2011, including 
those from previous years, and identified what needs to be 
done in order to meet our targets for 2012. Progress was 
made in 2011 but there is still work to be done before next 
August to make our athletes perform better. A target of 
eight medals including one gold still remains.” 

Unsurprisingly world champions Mo Farah and Dai 
Greene are among those athletes supported by the top 
‘Podium’ level of the World Class Performance Programme 
(WCPP), along with the likes of silver medallists Phillips 
Idowu, Jessica Ennis and Hannah England plus bronze 
medallist Andy Turner. 

Following their top-eight finishes in Daegu, hurdler 
Porter and triple jumper Aldama will now also receive full 
podium level support, despite criticism of them as ‘plastic 
Brits’.

GBfjust beat Tourists 
in a Monmore thriller 

GREAT BRITAIN U21 46 USA TOURISTS 44 

YOUNG GUN Tom Perry led Great Britain to 
victory at Monmore Green — just. 

The 18-year-old Dudley rider dropped only three points 
from five outings, yet the Americans were within a last- 
heat fall of at least squaring the match last Tuesday night. 

With the exciting Kenny Ingalls well clear for the USA, 
his teammate Austin Novratil was clinging onto the third 
place that would have produced an overall tie. 

The 16-year-old was busy fending off Perry but also had 
more than half an eye on getting past second-placed James 
Sarjeant to snatch what would have been a famous victory 
for the visitors. 

But Novratil overcooked it on the pits bend and slid off, 
grateful to Perry for a rapid laydown which saved both of 
them from potentially serious injury. 

That incident decided the trophy's destination although 
Ingalls had the consolation of winning the rerun to com¬ 
plete a faultless 15-point maximum in which he twice went 
below Lee Smart’s National League record for the circuit. 

Perry’s colours were lowered twice by Ingalls and once by 
the racy Novratil in heat three as the Heathen was held up 
by partner Jaimie Pickard for one lap too many. 

All four Dudley riders in the team acquitted themselves 
well on a night of good action, Ashley Morris notching paid 
nine while Richard Franklin and Darryl Ritchings had a 
win apiece, the latter picking his way through neatly to go 
from third to first in heat two. 

For the States, Novratil was a big success - he has his 
eye on a British team place in 2013 following graduation 
from high school - although all seven had their moments, 
aided by pits advice from former world champion Sam 
Ermolenko. 

While Monmore is one of the smaller British tracks it 
will have seemed large to the visitors although not big 
enough for Michael Raines. The reserve just about stayed 
on board during his first ride, despite several flirtations 
with the air fence, and wisely baled out in his second as the 
barrier loomed large in his vision. 

The most spectacular tumble fell to centre green presen¬ 
ter Ian Jones, whose lumbering passage while inciting a 
Mexican wave came to a sudden halt as he failed to hurdle 
the starting tapes. The Americans will know how he feels.

Baggies will build on 
sweetest of victories 


ALBION fans woke up on 
Monday morning feeling 
pretty damn good about life. 

But their richly-deserved Black 
Country derby triumph might 
just feel even sweeter in the 
weeks ahead. 

A first top-flight victory over 
Wolves in 29 years was a major land¬ 
mark in its own right. Yet Baggies 
fans will hope against hope that the 
impressive defeat of Mick 
McCarthy’s out-of-sorts side will 
have even more significant long-term 
effects. 

Chris Brunt’s emphatic early strike and 
Peter Odemwingie’s instinctive late finish 
not only secured three crucial points for 
Roy Hodgson’s men, they offered clear 
hope that Albion have rediscovered their 
missing mojo. 

A passionate derby occasion might well 
have been the perfect fixture for a team 
needing a spark to ignite the fire under 
their lukewarm start to the season. 

A misfiring Wolves side have been the 
ideal opponents as they looked to bring a 
stuttering campaign back to the boil. 

But no matter. Albion needed a launch- 
pad to give lift-off to their so-so season. 

And Hodgson must have returned to his 
this week with genuine optimism that a 
clear, decisive win in the match that 
matters most will give his side the perfect 
springboard from which to reach for 
greater heights. 

Bright 

Forget any distractions about Paul 
Scharner’s home-made T-shirt or Wolves’ 
unhappiness with decisions. Albion 
claimed their first Premier League 
success over their arch-rivals because, 
plainly and simply, they were the better 
team on the day. 

It was a triumph for a bright, fluid 
Baggies over a rigid Wolves. 

For the first time since Hodgson began 
his first full season at the helm, he saw his 
side combine their new-found defensive 
meanness with the kind of attacking 
fluency that has been missing. 



The result was third clean sheet in eight 
matches - a tally that already surpasses 
last season’s meagre total - and a sharper, 
more inspired attacking display that con¬ 
demned the visitors to long spells on the 
back-foot. 

There were one or two potentially 
pivotal moments when McCarthy’s men 
might have sneaked back into the game 
and popped the bubble of new-found opti¬ 
mism that helped the Baggies triumph. 

But only the most churlish Wolves fans 
would deny the hosts’ value for a victory 
their fans craved so badly after the dismal 
3-1 defeat at Molineux back in May. 

They had to withstand the briefest of 
early onslaughts from the visitors before 
Brunt popped up and lifted the roof off a 
stadium that had previously been full of 
tension. 

And the goal brought an early slice of 
vindication for Hodgson, who had sprung 
a major surprise with Billy Jones included 
at left-back as one of four changes to the 
starting line-up. 

The energy that persuaded Hodgson to 
hand the former Preston man a Premier 
League debut in the spotlight of derby day 
was in evidence as he galloped down the 
touchline, collected Youssouf Mulumbu’s 
pass and delivered a perfect left-footed 
cross into the path of Brunt, whose 
whipped, left-foot shot flew past a helpless 
Wayne Hennessey. 

The momentary delay as home fans 
waited for the skipper’s foot to connect 
with the ball only served to amplify the 
noise when his effort hit the top corner. 

From then on the Baggies took charge of 
the first half, although they had one major 
scare to survive when Ben Foster made a 
fine low save to deny Nenad Milijas 
before, from the rebound, Jonas Olsson 
made a miraculous block from a shot by 
Kevin Doyle. 

The hosts were developing a semblance 
of a swagger that was in evidence when 
Jerome Thomas cut in from the left and 


fed the tireless Shane Long, who was only 
denied a certain goal by a fabulous chal¬ 
lenge from Stephen Ward. 

Scharner also went close to doubling the 
lead before half-time and the Baggies con¬ 
tinued to press for a second goal after the 
interval. 

But it eluded them and a tense finish 
seemed in the offing, especially when 
Foster made another excellent stop to deny 
Adam Hammill and Roger Johnson sent a 
clear headed chance wide. 

That was until Odemwingie got off the 
substitutes’ bench looking to end a tough 
week on a high. 

And, after his first touch created a chance 
from which Thomas might have scored, his 
second sent The Hawthorns into delirium. 

It left Albion fans with 14 minutes to 
savour a truly memorable victory. 

In the days and weeks ahead, they might 
just appreciate it even more. 

Joy 

Peter Odemwingie revealed his “double 
jo/’ at ending his nightmare week as an 
Albion derby hero. 

The 30-year-old was thrilled to make an 
impact on the Black Country derby after a 
week that saw him argue online with 
Nigeria fans and face uncertainty over an 
ankle injury. 

“I could feel the importance of this game 
from the first day I arrived back from the 
national team with the way the fans were 
talking about it,” said last season’s 15-goal 
top scorer. 

“I knew it was a big game so when I 
scored the goal I felt double joy. 

“We climbed up the table and it was an 
important three points and the first home 
victory is great. 

“It was nice to do it with my first scoring 
chance.” 

Odemwingie was dropped from the start¬ 
ing line-up in favour of Somen Tchoyi after 
Nigeria’s failure to qualify for the African 
Cup of Nations left him facing a mental 
battle. 

But the striker revealed how boss Roy 
Hodgson had helped him enter the fray 
with confidence. 

He said: “Roy has noticed that I am a sen¬ 
sitive person and I do worry about the team 
and my performance a lot.” 


TALKING POINT 


ROY’S CONUNDRUM:

The Baggies boss left Nigeria interna¬ 
tional Peter Odemwingie out of his 
starting line-up on Sunday and saw 
replacement Somen Tchoyi respond 
with an effective turn as the foil for in¬ 
form summer signing Shane Long. 

For most of the game it looked like 
Tchoyi had done enough to earn an 
extended run in the side. 

But Odemwingie, who has been trou¬ 
bled by an ankle injury, stepped off the 
bench and created a chance with his 
first touch before scoring with his 
second. It leaves the Hawthorns chief 
with a big decision to make for the trip 
to Villa Park.
